Shortly after midnight Saturday 
while the populace of Safford were 
enjoying the sleep of the just they 
were suddenly 
awakened 
by the fir- 
ing

of guns and the clanging of the 
fire bell 
The alarm had been given 
for a fire which 
broke out about 
1230 in the bar rocm of the Com- 
mercial

Hotel 
In a few minutes the first floor of 
the building was a seething mass of 
flames that rapidly ate their way 
into

and 
finally 
bursting forth 
through 
the 
doors 
and windows 
soon 
enveloped

dow built the hotel and 
lived there 
with his wife a young and 
beauti ¬ 
ful 
woman

friends and were apparently happy 
A cloud appeared on the horizon 
of their domestic 
happiness

young man 
a former acquaintance 
of Mrs Sydows arrived here 
and 
took up hi3 abode at the hotel

have wiped out 
two business blocks 
and maybe more and caused serious 
damage and ruin to many people 
That the flames were confined to 
the burning building was due to the 
hard work of the firemen and the 
volunteers 
who 
prevented 
the 
spreading of the flames 
by tearing 
down the sheds and other inflamma- 
ble
